








CONVOCATION 


R edeemer College held its fourth 
annual convecation an Saturday, 
September 7, at Brant Church in Bur- 
lington. A few more than 900 people at- 
tended the ceremony. 

As Nick van Duyvendyk, Chairman of the 
Board of Governors noted in his opening 
welcome, the service was a first and a last. 
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For the first time, the service was held in 
alr-canditoned facilities—something deeply 
appreciated by those in attendance, since 
September 7 was one of the hottest and 
muggiest days of 1995! More significantly, 
though, this convocation would be the fast 
one held in rented facilities, since, the Lord 
willing, the new campus being built on 





Highway 53 in Ancaster should be ready 
for the College's use by the middle ai the 
summer of 1986. 

The colourful procession of faculty and 
administration, dressed in academic hoods 
and gowns, followed the entrance of 
almost the entire student body, attired in 
their “Sunday best.” The singing of vanious 
psalms and hymns, participation in an in- 
vocational dialogue, a confession of faith 
taken from parts of the Contemporary 
Testimony -of the Christian Reformed 
Church, and the presentation of certificates 
and awards to various students all led upto 
the convecation address by the President af 
the College, Rev. Henry De Bolster. 

Rev. De Bolster spoke on the motto of 
the College, “Learing is for Serving.’’ 
Pointing out that the idea is firmly rooted in 
Article 12 of the Belgic Confession, he ur- 
ed that learning is for the service of God. 
So, the motto is a confession, a commit- 
men and an expression of obedience 

An additional element in this year’s con- 
vocation was the unveiling of the cor- 
nerstone for the new campus. Mr. Van 
Duyvendyk preceded the unveiling with a 
short rehearsal of the efforts of previous 
generations for the establishment of Chris- 
tian education, pointing to the existence to- 
day of Christian schools on the primary, 
secondary and college levels as evidences 
of God's blessing on these effarts. Only 












endeavors succeed, in any area—including 
university-level education. These words led 
fittingly to the unveiling of the comerstone, 
on which was inscribed Psalm 127:1a, 
“Unless the Lord builds the house, its 
builders labour in vain."’ A litany confess- 
ing our dependence on the Lord for His 
blessing and the confidence we can have in 
Him as we serve Him, led to the singing of 
Psalm 90 and to the closing prayer of Rev, 
John Zantingh, Vice-Chairman of the Board 
ol Governors, 





Following the ceremony, many of the 
guests, students, and college staff returned 
to the Beach Boulevard building for 
retreshments,

Home Away From Home 


orm life... great, isn't it? Or is it? 

What does living in a Redeemer Col- 
lege dorm entail? Cafeteria food? One little 
room te call your own? No, at Redeemer 
the dorms are the College’s attempt to 
create a home away from home. 





At Redeemer, basic fevirihiouises in Bur- 
lington and Stoney Creek have been 


transformed into College dorms. These 
dorms, furnished by the College, house an 
average of eight students per unit, in- 
cluding a Resident Assistant (R.A.). This 
person is employed by the college and has 
the special responsibility of co-ordinating 
daily life in the dorm. These responsibilities 
range from making sure the dorm stays 
clean to counselling those who may have a 
minor problem, 

Certain tasks are required of each stu- 
dent, ranging from cooking meals to clean- 
ing the bathroom. In mast cases, cooking 
and cleaning duties are distributed equally 
among the “darmies” and together they 
keep the unit relatively clean. 

Since the dorms are located four 
miles away from the College, 
Redeemer owns its own bus. This bus 
allows for an adequate shuttle service be- 
tween the College and dorms. The bus also 
provides transportation ta church each 
Sunday. 

Food for each dorm is provided by the 
College. Every Monday, a grocery list from 
each dorm is submitted to the college food 
store. The order is then fi lled and delivered 
to the dorms. 

When not hard at work studying, 
students often engage in an activity known 
as “‘dorm-hopping.”" Basically, dorm- 
hopping means going from dorm to dorm 
in search of interesting people and yet 
another cup of coffee! Since the dorms are 
situated clase together, this is easily done. 
Students are encouraged to bring personal 
items from home in arder to make their 
dorm as- “‘gezellig’ as possible. A 
“gezellig’’ dorm makes for “gezellig’ 
dorm-hopping. 


Of course, there are drawbacks to dorm 
life. It is mot fun to wait two hours for your 
morning shower, only to find that you are 
out of time and must forego the long 
awaited ritual! It is not fun to have your eye 
on the last home-baked cookie, only to find 
your “dormie” happily wiping the crumbs 
from her face. Nor is it fun when you finally 
have the opportunity to sleep in, to find 
your roammate getting up at am! 

Allin all, life in the dorms is a good learn- 
ing experience! Although a lot of patience 
and “give and take”’ is required, a feeling of 
closeness does usually prevail within our 
“home away from home!” a

ooking back on the first few days, | 
realize how many different activities 
have taken place. | remember cheerfully 
waving goodbye to my mother while my 
stomach was churning with nerves and ex- 
citement.

Then there were all the activities design- 
ed to make us feel at ease in the College. 
There were movies, roller-skating, enter- 
tainment and other activities. The first 
evening, different dorms BOR SDESUIEE: 50 that 





we could become better acquainted. Part 
of this took place in a form of the signature 
game. One item we required was a six inch 
long piece of hair. My hair met the require- 
ment. As people were in a hurry to finish 
the game, more than one strand was taken 
from me.

One of the major activities was our 
retreat. Part of this was a scavenger hunt in 
which all the first year students were in- 
vited to join in.

Part of College life is learning the art of 
living in the dorms, It requires skill to get at 
the good food. It requires understanding 
and acceptance when ane realizes that 
there are twelve bags of milk in the fridge, 
bul not one piece of bread. A sore neck is 
the direct result of the hard bunk beds. 
Dorm life consists of getting up at 12:30 at 
night to get the meat out of the freezer for 
the next day. Lest you get the impression 


that | don't like dorm life let me assure you 





that |. do: | enjoy being able to choose for 
myself what | want to do with my time. | 
like belonging to a “family” of girls who 
“share a part of each other's life for eight 
months. Moreover most of my friends are 
just a short walk away. 

Another important part of dorm life is the 
biking. Does anyone realize how difficult it 
is to calmly go to class when every part of 
your body is demanding either a cold 
shower or bed? Or the joy of waiting for the 
lift bridge and slowly realizing that you will 
be late for your first class. 

Now for the essence of school 
lite—classes. It did not take long before | 
realized that professors do not just want me 
to read the chapters, they expect me to 
memorize them as well. Although it is not 
part of the course outline there is one com- 
mon denominator in every class and that is 
the heat. Some classrooms were so hot and 
humid that we had to go outside to be able 
to learn anything. 

Though there are drawbacks at the Col- 
lege due to the lack of proper facilities | 
think that Redeemer College is a great 
place to learn and study. Here | can ex- 
perience a warm Christian atmosphere 
while | obtain sound biblical instruction.

242 Full-Time Students Enroll 


F: the staff and faculty at Redeemer 
College it is always an exciting time of 
the year when students returm at the end of 
August. Names of new students suddenly 
become familiar faces in the hallways and 
the classrooms. Returning students 
welcome each other back with stories of 
summer employment and study programs 
in other provinces and countries. This year 
again there are a few familiar faces that 
have retumed with new names—Redeemer 
joins family and friends in extending con- 
gratulations to all the newly-married 
students among us, 

We are thankful to God that 239 full-time 
students have enrolled for the 1985-86 
academic year, When 3 full-time 
equivalents are added to this number (10 
part-time courses attended equals 1 full- 
time student), our enrollment of 742 con- 
stitutes an increase of 14% over last year's

| was brought “‘on board” early during the 
summer, so that | could have a few months 
to get into my new responsibilities before 
the rush of a new academic year's begin- 
ning. | learned a lot during this time—not on- 
ly about my responsibilities (and | still have 
plenty to learn in that regard!), but also 
about Redeemer College. ‘ve been able to 
see it while the students were gone for the 
summer and the pace could be a little 
slawer, and I've seen it during the hectic 
activity of returning students, registration, 
and the beginning of classes. 

What | have seen only serves to confirm 
the positive impressions | wrote about last 
time, the ones | had received “from the 
outside’. There is a profound, inescapable 
sense of caring at Redeemer Col- 
lege—about programs and finances, of 
course, but also, and most importantly, 
about people—and all of this is the 
outgrowth of caring for the name, honor, 
and kingdom of the Lord Jesus Christ.

Financial Restrictions 
on Campus Development 


hen the College began to under- 

take the development of the new 
College campus, much time was spent go- 
ing over the financial feasibility af this ma- 
jor project. The Board of Governors in- 
structed the Campus Development Com- 
mittee, the Finance Committee, and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, that it could not allow 
Redeemer College to overextend itself, 
Therefore, strict financial tests had to be 
met before any tender or group of tenders 
could be awarded. For the benefit of our 
members and supporters, we publish these 
tests below. 

The first test relates to the fact that 
Redeemer College may not incur.a debt 
load greater than 8.2 million dollars if it 
does not wish to affect the Education Fund 
budget negatively. This means that the total 
amount of funds available for construction 
of the new campus al any one time is the 
total of all the donations and equity of the 
College plus a maximum of 8.2 million 
dollars in debt load. On the basis of this 
test, Redeemer College has available as of 
September 6, 1985 the tollowing funds:

6,200,000

The second test relates to the cost of the 
6.2 million dollar debt load. The calcula- 
tions used to conclude that Redeemer Col- 
lege could acquire an 8.2 million dollar 
debt without affecting the Education Fund 
budget, was based on an assumption that 
this debt load would consist of a carrying 
charge comprised of 4% interest in addition 


to the annual Consumer Price Index infla-- 


tion rate. Together these two elements of 
interest and inflation were assumed to be 
6%. Therefore, if the College were to be 
laced with the need to borrow money at an 
interest rate higher than the 8%, the 
amount of total borrowing would have to 
be proportionately reduced. (The bank will 
provide us with loans which will cost the 
College fess than 10%—actual al this time 
9.75% —but for the purpose of meeting this 
test we assume the actual cost at 10%.) The 
total carrying charges on 8.2 million dollars 
of borrowed money at 6% amounts to 
$656,000. On the basis of this test the Col- 
lege presently can award contracts which 
do not exceed the total amount of commit- 
ted donations, equity debt load which will 
cost the College no more than $656,000 
annually. The results of applying this test 
are as follows: 


Type of Funds

Qn the basis of the above two tests, 
Redeemer College at this time only can 
award tenders up to the lower of the above 
two tests which is about 9.4 million dollars. 

At the present time the College has 
enough resources to complete the 
academic building by the end of June, 
1986. However, we need to raise the re- 
maining 4 million dollars to finance the 
residences which will bring the total cast to 
13.4 million dollars as approved by the 
membership on April 13, 1985. To be able 
to continue to meet the expenditure tests as 
explained abave, this 4 million dollars 
should consist of 2,9 million dollars in 
donations over five years or $580,000 per 
year. The remainder shauld consist of 
lawer cost bonds and loans than the 10% 
we would have to pay to the bank. 

The enthusiastic response of our 
membership and supporters has already 
made 4 million dollars available to date. 
This was achieved by responses of only 427 
people out of the over 7,000 potential 
members and supporters. O 








Campus Construction 
Progress Report 


W hen you drive by the property of 
Redeemer College on Hwy. 53 
over the next few months, you will notice 
some activity, bul very litth: or anything will 
be visible above ground until about the end 
af October. 

To this point contracts have been Jet to 
cover such areas as building the road, 
Brading. installing watermains and sewers, 
and excavation and foundations. All the 
work for these contracts takes place 
underground. 

Contracts have also been awarded for the 
academic building including all masonry 
work, concrete work, steel wark, plumbing 
and heating, electrical, roofing and outside 
finishing. Before theend of October, nearly 
all ‘contracts to complete the academic 
building will have been awarded. 

Towards the end of October the first steel 
will be arriving on the property. Between 
that clate and the middle of December all 
the steel work will be erected and masonry 
work will commence. We had some delay 
in the steel delivery, but our project

S ince the membership meeting of April 
13, 1985 the Lord has shown His abu- 
dant blessings once again, He has inclined 
hearts and minds of our supporters to such 
an extent that at this time we can report 
that we have a total of about 4 million 
dollars available tor the new campus. 

This 4 million dollars consists of equities, 
pledges, donations, and projected cost 
underruns. We are extremely grateful to 
both the Lord and our supporters for this 
financial situation, especially since it was 
achieved during the summer months. The 
thermometer shown here pictures this 
achievement and also indicates (the solid 
section of the bar) the amount of money 
which does. nol have to be repaid. The 
shaded section of the bar represents the 
amount invested in the College by way of 
bonds and loans.

B ¥ November 30, 1985 we need an- 
other 3.2 million dollars in pledges for 
investments in Redeemer College RRSP's 
and Bonds over the next five years. The 
Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce will 
provide interim financing of up to 7.2 
million dollars (currently at less than 10% 
interest) if we have a total of 7.2 million 
dollars in equity, pledges, donations. and 
cost underruns by November 30, 1985. 
(Earlier we had indicated that we would 
need about 10 million dollars in interim 
bank financing. However, at the present 
time our needs are only projected to be 7.2 
million dollars. lf we need more additional 
money later, we will be able to get it.) This 
means that if you as supporters sign a 
pledge to invest $10,000 in a Redeemer 
College RRSP before 1990, the bank will 
provide Redeemer College with the money 
to bridge the time between now and the 
time that your RRSP money is actually in- 
vested in Redeemer College. As you can 
see it is as important for us to receive 
pledges for investments over the next five 
Years ail is to receive money at this time. 

We hope and pray that our supporters 
will continue to make investment pledges 
for Redeemer College RRSP’s and Bonds to 
help assure the future of Christian higher 
education in Eastern Canada. oO
